Sheep Industry Moves 
To Boxed Lamb 
To Boost Market 

(CONT. FROM PAGE 1 A) 
President of the American Sheep Pro¬ 
ducers Council. Cook, a South Dakota 
shoep producer, spoke to attendees at 
the Sneep Industry Conference in 
Mauston, Wisconsin, today. 

After a three-year increase in sheep 
numbers, the American sheep Industry 
experienced its first decline in 1982, 
This decline can be attributed to the 
high interest rates and poor profits 
which are forcing many producers to 
sail valuable breeding stock to finance 
farming operations, according to Cook., 
The producers have taken actions to 
combat their difficulties, reported the 
South Dakota sheep producer, by 
marketing lambs in an orderly manner 
and shipping them in optimum condi¬ 
tion. Packers, also hit by the poor 
economy, have reorganized to either 
non-union or low union scales. They 
have also changed packing methods to 
increase the amount of boxed lamb sold. 
This, explained Cook, allowB areas sell¬ 
ing a large amount of certain carcass 
partB to buy only those parts, and In¬ 
creases the value of the entire carcass. 

The American sheep industry's 
strategic plan, designed by represen- 
tallvea of Lhe ASPC, Sheep Industry 
Development Program, Inc,. National 
Wool Growers Association and the Na¬ 
tional Lamb Feeders Association, will 
help aid this recovery process as well. 
During his presentation, Cook also 
itated.the emphasis at the ASPC is on 
Increasing the opportunity for higher 
producer returns.

Are Still Acceptable 

Eligible workers have until April 16, 
1908, to make, contributions to the In¬ 
dividual 1 Retirement ;■Arf-ange mania 
URA’s) and still claim them as deduc¬ 
tions on their 1982 federal income tax 
reLurn. 

If they request an extension to file 
their return, they have until June 15, 
1983, to make their contributions, the 
Internal Revenue Service says. 

Eligible employees claiming IRA’s on 
1982 returns are allowed up to $2,000 in 
contributions to an IRA. Since penalties 
are asaessed for excessive contribu¬ 
tions, taxpayers should calculate the 
amount of the contribution carefully. 

Banks, insurance companies, credit 
unions, and other financial institutions 
can provide assistance in establishing 
and maintaining now IRA’s and In 
calculating maximum contributions 
allowable on 1982 tax returns.
